County Teachers Discuss Means of 
Obtaining More Pay. 

Public school teachers of St. Louis 
County yesterday attended the an- 
nual meeting of the St. Louis County | 
Board of Education at Clayton and 
discussed ways to obtain an increase | 
in salaries. Two sessions were held, | 
the forenoon meeting being in the 
courtbouse and the afternoon session 

at the Clayton High School. There 
were 270 teachers present. The chief 
addresses were made by State Supt 
Sam <A. Baker, County Supt. R. G. 
Russell and Mre. Marie Harvey Tur- 
ner of Kirksville, Mo. 

Supt. Russell pointed out that 
there were 25,000 school children in 
St. Louis County and that the wealth 
of the county was estimated at $100, 


000,000. The average salary paid 
the 506 teachers, he said, was be- 
tween $60 and $100 a month. Six 


teachers are earning less than $50 a 
month, he said, anda very small | 
percentage are getting more than 
$100.

George Bernard Shaw says he is not coming 
to the United States. He has seen them in the 
movies, and he is, moreover, afraid we would 
Jock him up for saying things such as some of 
our political prisoners have said..

plete food, sufficient to sustain life 
when the system is too weak to as- 
similate other foods. It is composéd 
of 3.3 per cent of protein, 4 per cent 
fat, 5 per cent sugar, .7 per cent ash, 
and 87 per cent water. 

There aré two processes by which 
milk is mad, safe; for, just because 
it is so good a food, it is also an ex- 
cellent medium for the growth of 
harmful bacteria, and milk that is 
not known to pure should be 
either sterilized pasteurized. In 
sterilization milk is heated to boiling 
10 minutes, then quickly 
cooled to 40 degrees and kept at this 
temperature. This will kill 
harmful bacteria, such a¢ typhoid or 
diphtheria germs, bv breaks 
up some of the co upounds of 
milk, precipitates some of the salts, 
and separates of the fat and 
casein, it renders milk easy 
of assimilation. : 

In pasteurization the milk 
heated to 160 or 167 degrees, and 
kept at this temperature from 20 to 
45 minutes. This kills bacteria and 
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Milk a clot 
reaches the stomach and diges- 
tion completed in the intestines. 
If a patient has a weak Wigestion the 
milk should be diluted with water, 
limewater, or barley water. This 
causes a separation of the casein, 
which is the protein of milk. so that 
the curd formed in the stomach is 
less tough. :
